NEW YORK, Dec. 18—The crack 
liner Europa pounded her way 
through heavy north Atlantic seas 
today to the aid of the small Nor- 
wecien freighter Sisto, wallowing 
helplessly in mountainous seas, 
her bridge, rudder and lifeboats 
washed away. 

The tanker Mobiloil already was 
at the side of the stricken freighter 
which came to grief approximately 
660 miles north of the Azores in the 
same vicinity where two other ships 
had encountered difficulty and sent 
out distress calls during the last few 
days. | 

Messages picked up shortly before 
noon today said the tanker Mobiloil 
would attempt “in an hour” to take 
off the crew of the stricken freight 
er Sisto in the north Atvantic 

“Now oiling sea,” the message 
picked up by Mackay Radio and 
Redio Marine Corp., said. “S. 8S. 
Aurania proceeding to scene.” 

A wireless message picked up 
from the liner President Harding 
by the Radio Marine Corporation | 
said the freighter had been pump-| 
ing oil on the water all night in

LINZ, Austria, Dec, 18.—Today’'s issue of the news- 
paper Linzer Volksblatt said that Reichsfuehrer Hitler 
had been wounded by a revolver shot fired by a girl in 
Berlin, 

The newspaper, claiming it had the story from a 
“trustworthy source,” said the girl was the daughter of 
Leader Brueckner of the Silesian provincial Nazi party and 
that she went to Berlin after her father's arrest, 

There, the newspaper stated, she fired a shot from a 
taxi as it passed Hitler's car 

The story has it that the girl and her taxi driver were 
killed by Hitler's guards. 


Last Sunday, London heard that a strange aeroplane 
had fired a machine gun at Hitler's plane as it flew over Hast 
Prussia. 

Hitler, however, has not been near Kast Prussia since 
the funeral of the late President Paul von Hindenburg in 
August. 

The Reichsfuehrer today received General Joachim von 
Ribbentrop, his personal diplomatic envoy, who reported to 
him the result of his recent visits to London and Paris.

THE COMPULSORY FEATURE 


The Natural Products Marketing Act has 
accomplished one thing. It has provided em- 
ployment for a sizable army of propagandists, 
on the federal and provincial pay-rolls, who are 
spending their time bombarding the farmers 
with appeals to organize pools for the marketing 
of this, that, and-the other kind of produce 
under the Act. 

Stress is laid on the idea that the pool thus 
created will be operated by “the producers’ 
themselves; the implied promise, being that they 
will be able to hold up the price by controlling 
the supply and thus secure a satisfactory profit 
for themselves. 

Since agreement of a majority only of the 
producers is required to form a pool, the fact 
is that under this scheme a majority of those 
now engaged in a branch of production will 
be given complete control of the marketing. The 
minority will be compelled to sell through the 
pool, whether they want to or not. And no per- 
son not now engaged in that branch of farming 
will be able to enter it without selling through 


the pool. 

This compulsory feature of the plan is not 
being emphasized in the propoganda. But it is 
the essential feature of the scheme. These 
pools are intended to be, and will be, compul- 
sory pools, They are to be trading monopolies, 
and every producer will have to sell through 
them or not at all. 

If farmers want to try the experiment of 
compulsory pooling of their products that is 
their business, so Jong as they do it at their own 
cost and risk. But the care with which the 
paid propagandists are keeping the compulsory 
feature in the back-ground suggests a suspicion 
this isn't what the farmers want. They are cer- 
tainly not being told plainly that is what they 
are to get. 


NOT TAKEN SERIOUSLY NO\W 

Saturday was pay-day at Washington on war 
debt account. 

Out of a few hundred millions due, counting 
in back payments and interest thereon, the total 
collections amounted to $228,538, paid by Fin- 
land. The Finlanders thereby attain the unique 
distinction of being the only country to pay 
anything. 

Great Britain, France, Italy, 
slovakia, Hungary, Lithuania, 
onia, Latvia and Rumania defaulted; a 
delinquent majority of eleven to one. ‘Default- 
ed” is now the correct term, technically as well 
as actually, since they did not bother to make 
“token” payments, as some of them did in 
former years. 

London and Rome have apparently decided 
that where default is made it is not worth while 
putting up a few thousand pounds or lire to 
maintain a pretence that there hasn't been any 
default. Since the pretence has profited them 
nothing, why continue to waste money? 

That Washington expected to get any more 
than it did get is not suggested. President 
Roosevelt said he believed sore day “an agree- 
ment on war debts would be reached,” but 
didn’t say it would be an agreement to pay. M. 
Laval, French foreign minister, recognized the 
occasion by saying he hopes conditions will 
develop which will justify re-opening negotia- 
tions looking toward a settlement—kind of 
settlement not specified. 

Quite clearly, interest in the war debts is 
petering out on both sides of the Atlantic. They 
are not taken seriously any more. The creditor 
no longer believes in Santa Claus to the extent 
of expecting to get the money, or any consider- 
able part of it. The debto rs no langer expect 
to pay, or think it worth while pretending that 
they hope to be able to pay 

If this trend is toward a settlement it is a 
settlement based on cancellation rather than on 
payment.

BANKERS REPUDIATE 
“SANCTITY” 

Edmonton taxpayers are told they must 
continue to dump $700,000 a year into the 
already swollen sinking fund, or the credit of 
the city would be ruined. Alberta taxpayers 
are told nothing must be done that would chal- 
lenge the “sacred” character of money contracts, 
or the credit of the province would go to smash, 

Great Britain, France, Italy, Poland, Czecho- 
slovakia, Hungery, Lithuania, Belgium, Esth- 
onia, Latvia and Rumania default absolutely 
and deliberately on their war debt obligations 
to the United States, not even troubling to put 
up a fractional payment of interest as guarantee 
of their intention to pay some time. They didn't 
even offer apologies. 

Have these nations forgotten all about their 
eredit, or do they no longer care anything about 
it? They include the great financial powers of 
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A. Roskam, 
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Japtist Church, Ponoka 
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whose bankers have dominated 
by preaching and insisting upon 
“sanctity” of money contracts. Are 
bankers going to continue to finance 
contract-breaking governments? 

As a matter of obvious fact, the bankers of 
the defaulting Governments have advised and 
condoned the breaking of these contracts. Why 
not? The contracts were nov made with them. 
They did not stand to lose. And anyway, an 
impossible contract can't be enforced or kept. 
The sanctity vanishes—in some cases—when 
the payer can't pay. 

Edmonton, and the province of Alberta, 
should take a leaf out of the code book of these 
defaulting Governments, drawn up for them 
by their perfectly “sound” banking authorities 
and advisers. The city and the province can 
no more carry their present debt obligations and 
maintain themselves as going concerns than can 
the countries in Europe pay their war debts. 
Like desperate situations demand like drastic 
action. 

The city and the province should proceed to 
cut down their impossible overhead debt 
charges, by whatever means are available in the 
circumstances, as the defaulting Governments 
have done. There couldn't be any better pre- 
cedent for such action than is supplied by the 
money powers of Europe in telling Washington 
they don't intend to pay, and by inference that 
they never will pay unless there is a new deal 
on debts.

The Passing Show

Just a week today it is from the day when 
custom will force from us the giving of gifts 
and a great amotint of blah about peace on 
earth. It.seems out of place to talk about 
imminent war so near to Christmas Day, but 
the Hungarians and the Jugo-Slavians who 
are lined up on opposite sides 
of a border line aren't filled 
with the Christmas spirit. 
Nor was Hirosi Saito, the Jap- 
anese ambassador to United 
States filled with the Christ- 
mas spirit When he blurted 
out at Philadelphia that 
Japan will insist on naval 
equality “even jf she has to 
fight both Great Britain and 
Unit@i States.” 

It didn't need  Saito's 
threat to convince observers that nothing but 
a miracle will avert a war on the Pacific in 1935,

I overheard an American lady say to a 
friend yesterday: “Poor Japan! She will cer- 
tainly come in for a terrible licking.” 

The lady is of more than ordinary intelli- 
gence and doubtless echoed back the opinions 
she has heard expressed in her set. I thought 
“Poor United States, on the brink of hostilities 
and her people with so little comprehension of 
the hazards of such a war.” 

Only the previous day over lunch, my par- 
ticular man chum who acted as a liason officer 
in the Argonne, had been telling me of some of 
the appalling gaps in the American war or- 
ganization. Despite ample time for preparation 
and enormous sums at the disposal of the U.S. 
military authorities, it is well known that the 
U.S. army had not a single American fighting 
plane or a single American-built tank ready at 
the time of the advance, and had been depend- 
ent for the transport of her army on British 
bottoms. I was surprised to learn to what an 
extent the U.S. forces were dependent on the 
Allies for guns, rifles, ammunition and food. 
One trainload of food sent into the Argonne for 
the 40,000 U.S. troops there, turned out to be 
carloads of lifebelts. 

All this may be remedied if United States 
goes into a war on. her own account unaided, 
The orgies of self-assertion that followed the 
winning of the war raise doubts as to whether 
the defects of organization received attention. 
If they have not, then United States will be in 
for deep humiliation in the event of a single- 
handed war.

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What course would a Japanese-American 
war be likely to follow? Japan has been quietly 
preparing since the close of the Russo-Jap war 
nge the hurt to her national pride caused 
U.S. interference. It is a pride that has 
received many additional hurts since then. I 
have reason for believing that Japan has dur- 
ing many years past quietly established muni- 
tion depots in the Aleutians and the Alaskan 
islands. The Yokohama earthquake revealed 
that she had established secret fuel oil reserves 
there. It will fit in with the Japanese charac- 
ter that her preparations will be carefully laid. 
She has bases established now in the Marshalls, 
the Carolines, the Ladrones and Pelew groups, 
within striking distance of the Phillipines and 
Hawaii. From these island groups foreigners 
have for long been excluded. Those who have 
entered without permission have met mysteri- 
ous deaths. 

It will be in accord both with the Japanese 
character and with the history of Japan in the 
Russo-Japanese war, if the first intimation of 
hostilities comes with the guns of a Japanese 
fleet bombarding the naval station at Pearl 
Harbor, Hawaii. The Phillipines will never be 
defended. The Hawaiian islands, with nearly 
50 per cent of the total population of 360,600 of 
Japanese race, are virtually without defenses. 
They would fall an easy prey to a surprise 
attack. The loss of the Hawaiian islands would 
force the U.S. fleet back to bases 2100 miles 
away on the Pacific coast, and would leave 
Japan in possession of a base from which she 
could harass and menace American possession 
of Alaska, Panama and the Pacific coast ports. 
Japan could afford to sit tight in possession of 
the Hawaiian Islands, making reprisals from the 
air on Seattle, Portland, San Francisco, Los An- 
geles and Hollywood for any air raids on Japan- 
ese cities that U.S. air fleets may make by way 
of the Alaskan panhandle. 

It isn't a very pleasing prospect to consider 
in cold reason. 


Apart from air raids on Japanese cities— 
which is a game that two can play at—there 
would be no way of injuring Japan or dis- 
lodging her from the Hawaiian group save by 
a naval battle on a grand scale. To seek such 
a decision, the U.S. fleets would have to cross 
the Pacific to Hawaiian waters. Their position 
would be comparable—though in lesser degree 
—with that of Admiral Rojestvensky whose 
strained and worn ships fighting far from a 
base, were handicapped in the clash with the 
ships of Admiral Togo. Such a fleet decision 
would be of the most momentous responsibility. 
It took 34 supply ships to keep each British 
battleship “in being” in the North Sea during 
the Great War. How many such ships and at 
what risk, would be required to conduct a 
grand fleet action by a United States fleet 
against the naval forces of Japan in a naval 
battle off Hawaii? What chance would there 
be to salvage a damaged ship so far from her 
base?

That Japan would attempt to land any 
troops on American continental soil is as un- 
likely as that United States would dream of 
trying to land an army in Japan. Japan's army 
would be kept at home in readiness to resist 
any attempt by Soviet Russia to threaten 
Japanese interests in Manchukuo and Corea. 
Russia would be unable to render United States 
any real aid in the place where it would be 
needed, namely for the defence or recapture of 
Hawaii. Well-equipped as she may be for a 
land campaign, it is unlikely that Russja would 
wish to do more than recover for herself 
possession of the Russo-Manchurian railway. 
She would want to hold her defence forces in- 
tact lest European enemies seize the opportunity 
to stir up strife within her borders. 

With Hawaii firmly in her grip and used as 
a base against efforts for recapture, Japan 
could sit tight, harassing the Pacific coast cities

X-Ray Examination 


Of Great Value 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


In the old days, when baby swallowed an 
open safety pin the mother had to hope for the 
best, now the baby is rushed to the doctor or 
hospital and x-ray pictures are taken which 
show the pin as clearly as though it were not 
hidden under skin and muscle. X-ray studies 
show that children are most 
apt to swallow buttons, pins, 
coins, tacks, glass and pea- 
nuts, while grown people are 
more apt to swallow fish 
bones and artificial teeth 

The use of the x-ray in 
locating things accidentally 
swallowed is cnly one part of 
the work now done with the 
x-ray in examination. I con- 
sider the x-ray of so great a 
value that I regard it as a 
necessary part of any complete examination. 

The patient with a great deal of indigestion 
should by all means have several x-ray pictures 
made of the stomach. The pictures will show 
what is wrong and many a patient who thought 
he had heartburn has had an x-ray examina- 
tion which plainly showed that the trouble was 
stomach ulcers and has started the right treat- 
ment and been cured in just a few months. 

Along with the x-ray pictures I advise a 
study of the stomach with the fluoroscopic 
x-ray and when the two are used together the 
doctor knows how long it takes the stomach to 
empty (the normal time is 6 hours); he knows 
if the stomach is prolapsed or fallen; whether 
the patient has stomach ulcers; whether the 
shape of the stomach is good or if certain 
changes of shape have occurred as seen in the 
“hour glass stomach” or the ‘“‘fish-hook stom- 
ach”; and also if there is present a spasmodic 
closing of the outlet of the stomach causing the 
retention of food. In extreme prolapsus, the 
stomach will have fallen as fay as it is possible 
for it to fall and will be seen lying on the floor 
of the pelvis. 

The x-ray examination of the small intestine 
is invaluable in locating a duodenal ulcer. This 
condition brings about a deformity of the duo- 
denal cap. In health the cap is smooth and 
round, but as a result of ulceration the cap may 
become irregular in outline and be shaped like 
a collar button or like a clover leaf. 


In examining the large intestine or colon, 
the findings from the fluoroscopic examination 
and the x-ray pictures furnish an enormous 
amount of information. The transverse colon 
may be badly prolapsed, sagging in the middle 
like a hammock. Examination with the fluros- 
cope may disclose strong adhesions which bind 
the intestine with tough fibrous tissue. If the 
intestine is kinked, or if one part is squeezed 
tight in a spasmodic contraction as seen in 
spastic colitis, either condition will show clearly. 
A delay in the emptying time, such as is seen in 
constipation, or irritability of the colon where 
the contents are passed too rapidly, as seen in 
colitis and irritable colon, are both discovered 
if x-ray equipment is used. If ulcers have 
formed as the result of ulcerative colitis, they 
will be found and the right treatment may be 
started to bring about healing. 

Some of the best work done in diagnosing 
disease with the x-ray is done in gall bladder 
disorders. By means of a special test where the 
patient is given sodium tetraiodophenolphtha- 
lein, the examining doctor learns if the gall 
bladder is doing its work well, if it is doing it 
poorly, or not at all, whether gallstones have 
formed and if gall bladder is enlarged.

A Day in Canadian History 

On this date in 1854 the name 
otf Bytown was changed to Ot- 
tawa and the town was incorpor- 
ated as a city.

Of Crofter 
Described 


Despite inroads of newspapers, | 
radio, talking pictures, and other 
modern innovations, the Scottish 
crofter of the Shetland islands is) 
fully as capable at handiwork as 
were his ancestors, Miss Jenny 
Brown, M.A., told a gathering at the 
University of Alberta Monday eve- 
ning in the course of an illustrated 
lecture on “The Crofter in the 
Highlands and in the Islands.” 

Miss Brown is visiting Canada 
under auspices of the National 
Council of Education. 

“Crofters are those Scottish farr:- 
ers who till a few cultivated acres, 
of their own and share common 
pasture land with their neighbors,” | 
Miss Brown explained. “The High-; 
land crofter is known as a farmer} 
with a boat. The Shetland Island 
crofter> of former times at least, 
‘was recognized as a fisherman with | 
a farm.” | 
DOWN TO THE SEA IN BOATS 

Unfertility of their farm land ne- | 
cessitated the Shetland natives tak- | 
ing to the sea. This they did in 
small boats, each manned by six 
men, in which they sailed out forty 
miles from shore twice weekly or 
more. With modern herring fishing 
the sea has the richest he-vest for 
the islanders, said .Aiss Brown 

Forty years ago the home of the 
Shetland Crofter consisted of two 
rooms, one of which was for living 
purposes and the other was reserv- 
ed almost exclusively for possible 
visits of the minister. Center of in- 
terest in the living room was the 
fireplace which was merely a hole 
in the floor. Air was thick with 
smoke and the odor of drying fish. 
Sound of the spinning wheel, spin- 
ning wool from the natives’ own 
sheep, served as a background for 
clicking needles—weaving the yarn 
into sweaters and socks. The 19th
